Another  distinguished  guest 
was  Supervisor  Quentin 
Kopp. 

The  Mayor  expressed  his 
appreciation  for  the  support 
of  the  community. 

Moscone  said  he  hoped  to 
make  the  next  four  years  a 
"different  four  years  for  the 
people  ot  San  Francisco."

The  Day  of  The  OMI  Parks 

A  Bicentennial  Look 

At  Parks  Within  OMI  Community

“In  the  southern  part  of  the  city,  midway  between  the  bay 
and  the  ocean,  arose  an  irregular  pattern  of  hills.  These 
patterns  of  hills  formed  what  is  now  known  as  the 
OMI  ;Oceanview, Merced  Heights,  and  Ingleside.”  Mr. 
Tooker  paused  and  leaned  over  to  reach  the  snuff  that  was 
hidden  in  his  shirt  pocket.  Mr.  Richard  Tooker  is  a  resident 
in  the  Oceanview  area.  Tooker,  a  resident  San  Franciscan 
since  late  ’42,  describes  the  Oceanview, Merced  Heights,  and 
Ingleside  as  being  “a  collection  of  communities  Surrounding 
a  ridge  that  physically  divides  them.  They  are  communities 
that  now  have  a  unity  greater  than  any  previous  existing 
community.  This  is  effective  from  the  common  sociological 
situation  that  is  a  historical  action.” 

Buried  in  the  minds  of  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Department  was  the  blossoming  of  the  parks  and  recreation 
within  the  OMI  community.  These  parks  and  playgrounds 
were  Oceanview,  Merced  Heights,  Junipero  Serra,  Aptos, 
and  the  polemic  Balboa  Park. 

While  this  “historical  action”  was  occurring  and 
developing,  in  1947  the  Park  and  Recreation  Department 
had  plans  of  their  own.  The  Park  and  Recreation  wanted  to 
open  as  many  new  centers  as  possible. 

“The  purpose  of  it  was  to  construct  new  facilities,” 
explained  the  loquacious  retired  educator  arid  former 
Oceanview  park  and  recreation  director,  Mr.  Grandvel 
Jackson,  “Until  the  bond  was  passed,  most  of  all  recreation 
was  conducted  in  huts.  The  first  constructed  building  was  a 
recreational  center  in  the  Hunter’s  Point  area.  Oceanview 
was  next.”  The  Park  and  Recreation  Dept,  was  pressured 
by  the  residents  in  the  city  to  facilitate  more  recreational 
centers.  In  1947  the  City  issued  a  $12,000,000  bond.  This  bond 
was  known  as  the  1947  Recreation  Bond  Fund.  As  if  a  magic 
wand  had  twirled  about  the  city,  “the  people’s  wishes  were 
the  Park  and  Recreation’s  demand.” 

On  April  8,  1951,  Mayor  Elmer  E.  Robinson  dedicated  the 
opening  of  the  Merced  Heights  playground  on  Byxbee  and 
Shields  streets.  The  park  was  announced  by  Harvey  E. 
Teller.  It  was  the  sixth  playground  opened  since  March  10, 
1951.  It  comprised  an  up  to  date  clubhouse,  an  outdoor 
section  with  tennis,  volleyball,  and  basketball  courts;  and  a 
section  for  children  and  mothers.  The  total  cost  was  $91,108. 

June  ,  1951,  the  opening  of  Aptos  playground,  Aptos  and 
Ocean  Avenue,  was  presided  over  by  an  Honorary  Citizen’s 
committee  under  the  chairmanship  of  Louis  G.  Conlan, 
President  of  City  College  of  San  Francisco.  The  total  cost 
was  over  $30,000.

general  revitalization  plan.

“There  is  definitely  profit 
to  be  made  by  improve¬ 
ments,”  said  Meyers,  “both 
to  the  merchants  and  to  the 
local  community.” 

The  Housing  Conservation 
Institute  (HCI),  the  main 
public  service  project  of  the 
San  Francisco  Development 
Fund,  is  currently  aiding 
Westwood  Park  community 
members  in  making  home 
improvements. 

Meyers  feels  a  prime 
factor  for  any  revitalization 
of  the  street  will  be  a  strong 
merchants  association.  At 
present  the  Ocean  Avenue 
Merchants’  Association  is 
inactive. 

Bill  McMichael,  owner  of 
the  College  Pharmacy  and 
past  president  of  the  'mer¬ 
chants  association,  is  hope¬ 
ful  that  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
San  Francisco  Development 
Fund  will  bring  about  new 
interest  among  the 
merchants. 

“If  they  are  the  spark  that 
can  set  if  off,”  McMichael 
said,  “I  think  it  would  be 
great.”

Oceanview  park,  bounded  by  Plymouth  and  Capitol 
Avenues  and  Montana  and  Lobos  streets,  is  a  park  with  an 
extremely  interesting  history.  A  school  lot  within  this  tract 
was  transferred  to  the  Recreation  commission  by  the  Board 
of  Education.  Oceanview  was  first  opened  in  1934.  However, 
in  1934  only  the  actual  playground  area  and  apparatus  was 
opened.  The  play  area  consisted  of  four  tennis  courts,  two 
outdoor  basketball  courts,  two  baseball  diamonds,  one 
softball  diamond  and  an  area  for  small  chldren. 

The  building  that  is  seen  on  Montana  and  Capitol  streets 
was  not  completed  until  1951.  Therefore,  the  dedication  for 
the  official  opening  of  the  park  was  not  held  until  September 
28,  1951.  The  Honorable  chairman  was  Judge  of  the 
Municipal  court,  Edward  O’Day.  Co-chairman  was  presi¬ 
dent  of  Oceanview  Improvement  Association,  Mrs.  Crystal 
Scheuszler.  The  building  comprises  a  gymnasium,  an 
auditorium,  a  kitchen  and  clubrooms.  Consequently,  the 
entire  park  was  a  total  cost  of  $281,500.  Oceanview  was  the 
i4th  project  completed  by  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Commission.

Muni  Parking  Area 
Still  In  Dispute

month’s  Muni  article  was 
written  from  the  City  Col¬ 
lege  viewpoint.  This  month 
we  add  Muni’s  perspective.) 

The  South  Reservoir  area 
adjacent  to  City  College 
remains  a  possible  site  for  a 
Muni  motor  coach  storage 
and  service  area,  but 
officials  at  City  College 
would  prefer  the  site  be  used 
for  student  parking. 

The  Municipal  Railway  is 
searching  for  a  westerly 
location  to  supplant  or 
supplement  their  Kirklands 
Division  bus  facility  at 
Northpoint  and  Stockton  St., 
which  they  feel  is  inefficient 
because  of  its  location  and 
limited  size. 

A  planning  and  engineer¬ 
ing  firm  has  been  hired  by 
Muni  to  locate  potential  sites 
and  evaluate  the  feasibility 
of  each  as  a  bus  facility. 
Their  search  has  narrowed 
down  to  the  South  Reservoir 
and  four  other  sites. 

Construction  cost,  opera¬ 
tional  cost  and  the  impact  on 
the  surrounding  area  are 
factors  being  considered  in 
,  the  study.  The  findings  and 
recommendations  of  the 
consultant  firm  are  expect¬ 
ed  to  be  announced  within 
the  next  three  months. 

Muni  Project  Director 
Gerald  Cauthen  said  that  if 
the  South  Reservoir  area 
were  selected,  Muni  would 
take  measures  to  minimize 
the  impact  of  the  facility  in 
terms  of  noise,  visual  effects 
and  traffic. 

“Everyone  things  that  a 
bus  facility  is  going  to  be  a 
terrible  place,  but  we  don’t 
build  them  like  that  any¬ 
more,”  Mr.  Cauthen  said, 
explaining  that  the  facility 
would  primarily  be  an  off- 
street  opertion  with  fencing 
and  landscaping. 

A  City  College  spokes¬ 
person,  who  feels  that  the 
area  is  already  overcrowded 
and  congested,  feels  that 
Muni  should  pick  a  site  other 
than  the  South  Reservoir. 

It  is  no  secret  that  City 
College  would  like  to  acquire 
the  area  for  a  student 
parking  lot.

An  imposing  variety  of  issues  confronts  the  reconvening 
1975-76  California  Legislature. 

A  fiscal  tug-of-war  will  begin  with  the  introduction  of  a 
new  State  Budget  by  Governor  Brown.  The  spending 
program  to  finance  state  services  from  July  1,  1976,  through 
June  30,  1977,  is  expected  to  exceed  $12  billion. 

It  will  be  the  job  of  the  Legislature  to  reconcile 
expenditures  swollen  by  inflation  with  revenue  estimates 
based  on  a  sluggish  economy  without  resorting  to  a  general 
tax  increase. 

The  process  of  budget  adoption  involves  hundreds  of  hours 
of  work  by  members  of  the  Assembly  Ways  and  Means 
Committee,  which  divides  into  special  subcommittees 
responsible  for  scrutinizing  particular  portions  of  the 
spending  program. 

While  that  work  proceeds,  other  committees  will  be 
tackling  a  legislative  agenda  which  includes  major 
proposals  affecting  the  future  of  our  1,100-mile  coastline, 
protection  of  our  prime  agricultural  land,  transportation 
and  the  availability  of  medical  care. 

The  1976  Legislature  must  act  upon  the  California  Coastal 
Plan,  the  most  ambitious  and  comprehensive  land  use

Dear  Editorialpersons; 

For  sometime  I  have  read  your  OMI  News  and  I  closely 
follow  the  activities  of  the  OMI-CA.  Your  issue  of  January 
1976  contains  an  article  entitled  “City  College  Buys  Safeway 
Site”  on  which  I  would  like  to  comment.  This  article 
purports  to  transmit  the  approval  of  your  organization  for 
the  purchase  of  this  property  in  the  name  of  the  community. 
I  do  not  think  the  interest  of  the  community  was  considered 
in  the  least  in  reaching  your  decision  because  it  would  have 
to  be  obvious  that  this  particular  supermarket  is  of  more 
benefit  to  this  community  in  terms  of  convenience  and 
potential  savings  on  food  costs  than  anything  the  so-called 
Community  College  District  could  possibly  offer  it, 
“landscaping”  notwithstanding. 

According  to  your  article,  only  a  few  maintenance  shops 
and  student  parking  is  planned  for  this  property  replacing 
the  Safeway  which  would  force  the  residents  of  this 
community  to  either  “Albertsons’  ”,  or  Alemany  “QFI”  or 
Stonestown  “QFI”  as  the  closest  “supermarkets”  for  their 
shopping.  I  do  not  believe  OMI-CA  took  into  account  the 
question  of  possible  loss  of  jobs  to  this  community  provided 
by  the  Safeway  Store.  I  happen  to  know  that  the  manager, 
Mr.  Harry  Robinson  is  a  black  man  and  he  will  probably 
continue  at  another  location. 

From  my  familiarity  with  the  activities  of  the  OMI-CA 
over  a  long  period  of  time  it’s  (sic)  single  most  glaring  fault, 
in  my  opinion,  has  been  it’s  (sic)  willingness  to  serve  as 
handmadien  (sic)  to  both  the  Unified  School  District  and  at 
a  later  time,  the  so-called  Community  College  District. 
OMI-CA  has  seemed  to  always  interpose  itself  between 
these  two  and  the  community  in  such  a  way  as  to  apoligize 
(sic)  for  and  prettify  (sic)  their  every  action  against  the 
best  interests  of  this  community.  Surely  any  survey  of  the 
community  could  not  have  shown  it  to  be  in  favor  of  such  a 
debacle. 

It  would  seem  that  if  OMI  had  seriously  wished 
community  input  it  would  have  used  it’s  (sic)  “OMI-News” 
to  sollict  (sic),  this  input.

January  was  a  very  productive  month  for  OMI-CA’s  Board.  At 
the  first  regular  meeting,  representatives  from  City  College  and 
from  Safeway  made  an  extensive  presentation  on  the  status  of 
the  College’s  acquisition  and  use  of  the  Ocean  Avenue  Safeway 
property.  Dean  Ralph  Hillsman  of  City  College  assured  the 
Board  that  he  and  his  staff  would  do  everything  in  their  power  to 
comply  with  the  conditions  set  earlier. 

Community  Planning  Committee  Chairman  Lonnie  Lawson 
led  an  extensive  discussion  between  Board  members  and  the 
College  representatives,  including  their  architect.  Drawings  of 
the  proposed  redesign  of  the  building  and  of  the  traffic  impact  on 
the  neighborhood  were  presented.  Dean  Hillsman  agreed  to 
report  further  on  the  matter  as  any  new  developments  occurred. 

Board  member  Joe  Salinas  reported  that  after  carefully 
reviewing  District  V’s  proposal  for  our  operation  of  part  of  the 
Thunderseed  Project,  the  Special  Committee  had  concluded 
that  the  amount  offered  us  was  inadequate  to  perform  the 
requested  functions.  He  agreed  to  meet  with  the  Director  of  the 
District  and  attempt  to  reach  agreement. 

The  Board  also  received  a  draft  of  a  proposed  revision  of  the 
Association’s  By-Laws.  It  was  approved  and  will  be  presented  at 
the  Annual  Business  Meeting. 

Because  of  other  commitments,  neither  Marshall  nor  myself 
will  be  able  to  serve  on  the  Board  during  the  coming  year.  Our 
work  in  OMI-CA  has  been  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  and 
pleasure  to  both  of  us.  We  wish  the  Association  all  good  things 
and  will  remain  as  active  as  possible. 

closing  of  Safeway  to  be  a  disservice  to  the  Community,  it  does 
not  object  to  the  college’s  purchase  of  that  property  provided

The  process  of  political  reform  will  continue  as  we 
consider  legislation  designed  to  curb  the  influence  of  special 
interests  by  providing  for  partial  public  funding  of  election 
campaigns. 

Among  the  tax  reform  measures  6n  the  legislative  agenda 
is  a  major  proposal  which  would  split  the  assessment  rolls 
for  purposes  of  property  taxation,  placing  a  lid  on 
assessment  of  residential  property.

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Community  Leader  Speaks  Out  On 
Neighborhood  Needs 


In  a  recent  communication 
to  the  News,  the  Rev.  Doctor 
Arelious  Walker,  pastor  of 
the  True  Hope  Church  of  God 
in  Christ,  commented  on 
some  of  the  most  pressing 
needs  in  our  city. 

Rev.  Walker  believes  that 
individuals  must  pledge  to 
improve  their  own  lives  and 
those  of  their  fellow  citizens. 
Without  that  commitment, 
elected  and  appointed  repre¬ 
sentatives  will  not  effective¬ 
ly  serve  the  community. 

He  speaks  from 
experience.  Rev.  Walker  has 
long  been  active  in  com¬ 
munity  affairs  and  presently 
serves  as  chaplain  of  the  San 
Francisco  County  Jail, 
chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Mission 
Possible  Re-entry  House, 
and  member  of  the  Bayview- 
Hunters  Point  Coordinating 
Council. 

Specifically,  Rev.  Walker 
asks  that  “successful”  OMI 
residents  not  “make  the 
mistake  of  looking  down 
from  your  fine  homes,  beau¬ 
tiful  lawns  and  all  the  other 
things  that  go  with  nice 
neighborhoods  and  feel  that 
you  have  no  relationship 
with  your  black  brothers  and 
sisters...” 

Rev.  Walker  is  very  con¬ 
cerned  about  drug  abuse.  He 
recalls  that  at  a  recent 
anti-drug  crusade  held  at  his 
church  only  a  few  invited 
guests  attended.  Rev. 
Walker  thanks  OMI-CA 
President  Roy  D.  Jackson 
for  his  help  and  participa¬ 
tion. 

Rev.  Walker  fears  that 
flourishing  drug  abuse  and

ed  now.  To  emphasize  these 
points,  Rev.  Walker  brought 
out  that  several  members  of 
his  congregation,  now  home- 
owners,  once  were  deeply 
involved  in  use  or  sale  of 
hard  narcotics,  burglarizing, 
pimping  or  other  anti-social 
activities.  These  young  men 
know  of  the  problems  in  this 
neighborhood  because  they 
grew  up  there  and  they 
understand  it.  In  some  black 
neighborhoods  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  drug  users  and  sellers 
use  empty  or  condemned 
buildings.  But  in  this  parti¬ 
cular  area  the  main  concen¬ 
tration  is  in  the  parents 
basements,  garages,  cars, 
and  around  playgrounds. 
“To  my  knowledge  burglar¬ 
izing  is  done  by  young  people 
on  the  blocks  that  know  the 
neighbors  and  by  blocks  of 
individual  homes,”  he 
stated.

Workmen  busy  on  Park 
merced’s  lamp  posts  are 
vastly  increasing  the  candle- 
power  of  streetlights  —  and 
thereby  contributing  im¬ 
portantly  to  the  security  — 
in  Parkmerced. 

By  converting  from  in¬ 
candescent  bulbs  to  a 
mercury -vapor  system,  the 
increase  in  lumens  (a 
measurement  comparable 
to  candlepower)  ranges 
from  three  times  in  side 
streets  to  five  times  on  Font 
Blvd.  to  six  times  on  Hollo¬ 
way  Ave. 

The  change-over  on  350 
street  lights,  begun  last 
August,  is  slated  for  comple¬ 
tion  next  April.  PG&E  is 
contributing  some  technical 
services  in  a  $102,000  con¬ 
tract  with  Mahoney  Electric 
Co.  of  San  Francisco  to 
replace  cable  in  25  percent 
of  the  underground  wiring. 

This  brighter  outlook  for 
Parkmerced  is  the  direct 
result  of  a  1972  city  bond 
issue  for  better  street 
Illumination.  It’s  the  first 
alteration  in  the  Park¬ 
merced  lighting  system, 
installed  about  30  years  ago. 


Parkmerced  Corporation 
is  contributing  about  $4,000 
for  new  lighting  on  its  own 
property.  This  includes  a 
400-watt  mercury-vapor 
lamp  to  be  installed  in  the 
center  of  Juan  Bautista 
Circle,  two  more  lights  in  the 
shopping  center,  and  several 
elsewhere. 

The  tremendous  upgrad¬ 
ing  in  illumination  will 
require  only  a  slight 
increase  in  electricity, 
thanks  to  the  efficiency  of 
mercury-vapor  bulbs.  The 
arms  holding  the  lamps 
have  been  lengthened  from 
four  to  six  feet  to  disperse 
the  light  more  widely. 
Mercury-vapor  lamps  last 
an  average  of  three  years, 
compared  to  six  months  for 
incandescent  bulbs. 

Holloway  Ave.,  on  the 
boundary  with  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  State  University, 
receives  the  most  extensive 
improvement.  From  19th 
Ave.  to  Tapia  Dr.,  two 
lamps  12  feet  apart  on  new 
arms  will  replace  the  single 
incandescent  light  on  each 
of  19  standards  on  that 
stretch.
